Sliding safety lever 
upward, into slide notch engages safety, exposes letter {S» on grip and 
places pisiol in "SAFE" position. 

Sliding safely lever down, out of slide notch, places pistol in "Firing" 
position. 

Slide can he locked open by moving slide to rearmost position and at this 
time pushing safely lever up inio the notch in the slide. Breech, chamber; 
and barrel inspection or cleaning is easily performed in this position. 

Safety is engaged only when lever is up in the slide notch, when lever is 
oui of notch, pisiol is in "Firing" position. 

LOADING THE PISTOL: After loading your Magu/inc. insert ii into 
die boitnm of the handle and push it into the pistol as far as possible.
